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FAMINE AN ALLY? 


It was inevitable that the recent meeting be­ 
tween Hitler and Mussolini at Brenner Pass should 
have been immediately followed by reports that 
the Axis has completed plans for invading England 
this fall or winter, bad weather notwithstanding. 
To some neutral military experts, this is almost 
incredible—it would involve the gravest and most 
far reaching risks that Hitler has as yet taken. 
Despite that, however, there is at least one sound 
reason for believing that the reports may prove 
true. 
That reason is two-fold: famine and dis­ 
ease, two of the most deadly of the Four Horsemen 
of the Apocalypse. 
No one know's exactly how serious the food 
situation is in Hitler-occupied Europe. 
But it is 
known that the conquered countries have been 
systematically gutted of their food reserves, in 
order that the German Army and the German peo­ 
ple can be fed. The fine dairy herds of Denmark, 
products of centuries of development, have been 
slaughtered for beef. 
Already the people of Hol­ 
land, Belgium, France and elsewhere have felt the 
pinch, as basic foods, notably fats, become more 
scarce. Germany, because of her seizures, is bet­ 
ter off than most, but even there the people exist 
on a bare subsistence basis. 
Great wars have always brought the threat of 
famine, and sometimes the actuality. But it is a 
reasonable supposition that this war, different as 
it is from its predecessors in so many ways, may 
be the precursor of greater hunger than the mod­ 
ern world has known. In the past, nations, when 
embarking on the great adventure that is war, 
have usually been fat, prosperous, well-fed. 
But 
the Germans, long before war began last Sep­ 
tember, were living on short rations. And the wars 
of the past were usually fought by professional 
armies, at least at the beginning, and military life 
was but one phase of the life of the nation. In the 
present case, Germany, and to a lesser extent Italy, 
have been following a war economy for many 
years—everything, men- and material alike, has 
been dedicated to preparing for conflict. Produc­ 
tion of food has necessarily been held to the lowest 
possible minimum—substitutes of little nutritional 
value have been employed. 
Disease, of course, is the ever-present ally of 
famine,—and disease, once it gets the upper hand, 
becomes plague. 
Plague, according to the inter­ 
national grapevine that mysteriously brings news 
past the iron-clad European censorship, has al­ 
ready come to Poland. 
And plague respects no 
boundaries. The lack of soap in Europe is a factor 
here—dirt provides the finest possible breeding 
place for any kind of disease. 
Europe has never been completely self-con­ 
tained—it must import. Today there is almost two 
commerce between the old world and the new, 
save for that which is controlled by Britain. The 
British fleet is carrying on the blockade effectively, 
and is prepared to extend it—as, for example, to 
Spain—if necessary. 
If Britain were to fall, the 
great Axis’ merchant marine could again go to the 
four corners of the world, to come home laden with 
all that the people of Europe now lack. So long as 
Britain survives, the Axis will be able to obtain al­ 
most nothing outside the gutted land it dominates. 
If Hitler does attempt an “all-out” blow against 
England soon, this will be one of the principal 
reasons for it. 
There are some who believe that the possibility 
of famine points to the way that the dictator’s grip 
on Europe may finally be loosened. 
A hungry 
people, they reason, will revolt against their mas­ 
ters—there is little choice between suicide and 
starvation. 
But there is another side to this. As 
Alan Gregg writes in the Yale Review, “There are 
varieties of starvation. Reduce abruptly all forms 
of food after an adequate diet, and you will still be 
strong enough to riot for food; gradually reduce 
to zero some essential of your diet, and you will 
finally be too weakened to protect with energy.” 
So famine in captured nations might actually play 
into Hitler’s hands by lessening the ability of the 
conquered peoples to effectively protest. 
It is not expected that there will be widespread 
famine this winter. It is considered almost a cer­ 
tainty that it will come in grave form next winter, 
however, if the war is still going on then, and 
Britannia still rules the waves. Few experts dare 
anticipate what Europe will be like if the war lasts 
four or five years, as some military authorities 
think it may. The peoples would be literally deci­ 
mated—victims of war who never saw a battle, 
and never heard the wail of a bullet. 
Some in this country would help the conquered 
peoples with food and other necessities. 
But

D E M O C R A C Y ON TRIAL! 
One thing seems sure in this presidential cam­ 
paign: the voters will know exactly why they vote 
as they vote on November 5. The issues have been 
reduced to such simple terms that, from the point 
of view of either camp, you “either like it or you 
don’t.” 
Never before has the party label meant so lit­ 
tle. To President Roosevelt and his followers a 
“Democrat” is a New Dealer; anyone not a New 
Dealer is not a Democrat. To Mr. Willkie and his 
followers, any Democrat not a New Dealer is auto­ 
matically a Republican in this particular year—for 
Mr. Willkie is the anti-New Deal crusader as well 
as the nominee of the Republican Party. This issue 
is clean cut. 
• 
Then there is the third term issue: The New 
Deal view is that the American people have dis­ 
carded the third term tradition because they feel 
that President Roosevelt is indispensable in pres­ 
ent circumstances. The Willkie view is that “indis­ 
pensability” is the opening argument of dictator­ 
ship. As Senator Jerrold Seawell put it this week, 
“Remember: Hitler was elected the

times.” A third term, then, is either a good thing 
at this time—or it is a dangerous abandonment of 
basic democratic principles of free gvoernment. 
Again, the issue is clear. 
Then there is the question of jobs versus doles. 
Roth sides base argument on unemployment stat 
istics. Since 1936, the ranks of the unemployed 
have risen from 7,000,000 to' 9,000,000. The New 
Deal argument is that the increase 
points 
the 
necessity of permanent annual spending of billions 
on make-work and dole relief. Willkie argues that 
the constantly increasing public debt coupled with 
rising unemployment make economic disaster in­ 
evitable unless unemployment is solved and bank­ 
ruptcy halted by a revival of industrial prosperity. 
He declares that the New Deal has promised labor 
everything except jobs—and that he himself gives 
labor the one assurance that can resolve the 
depression: assurance of business revival with real 
jobs at real wages. 
The main issues come close to the personal 
lives of the vast majority of Americans. The divid­ 
ing lines of opinion and argument are sharp and 
clear. Upon the intelligence of the electorate rests 
the future of America. Democracy is on trial—in 
her last stronghold.

LEGION ENDORSES 


PROPOSITION 9 


ON NOV. BALLOT 


W ith the endorsem ent of the 
Am erican Legion D epartm ent of 
California, coupled w ith the en­ 
dorsem ent of responsible leader­ 
ship in the ranks of industry and 
labor, the California M arine De­ 
velopm ent Council yesterday an­ 
nounced a concerted campaign 
for a “Yes" vote on Proposition 
N um ber 9 on the N ovem ber 5 
ballot. 
The proposition, passed by over 
tw o-thirds vote of the last session 
of the state legislature but need­ 
ing ratification at the polls to be­ 
come operative, adjusts tax dis­ 
crim ination 
against 
California 
fishing fleets as cam pared to oth­ 
er vessels. 
Specifically it w ill retain to the 
state the right to tax all com m er­ 
cial craft, including large steam ­ 
ships w hich now a re tax free, and 
w ill revam p the present law un­ 
d e r w hich only four coastal coun­ 
ties receive benefits from taxes 
paid by the fishing fleets. 
Speaking for the California Ma­ 
rin e Development Council yester­ 
day H erbert L. Cornish of t h e 
Council’s 
advisory 
com m ittee 
said: 
“We believe that any tax which 
m ight be levied against vessels 
operating from California ports 
should be a state tax for state­ 
w ide benefit and that any tax 
should cover all vessels. 
“U nder the present system only 
four coast counties receive bene­ 
fits from taxes levied against the 
C alifornia-ow ned fishing 
fleets. 
Also, under the present law , only 
th e C alifornia-fishing fleets are 
assessed this tax w hile 
larger 
vessels, 
including 
the 
major 
steam ships, go tax free. W e be­ 
lieve that there will be strong 
public agreem ent that such pro­ 
cedure is unfair. 
“We of the M arine Council ap­ 
preciate the value of the Califor­ 
nia fishing fleet as an adjunct to 
naval defense and w e do not w ant 
to see the registry of C alifornia's 
fishing fleet changed to som e oth­ 
er state. We all appreciate the 
service th e B ritish fishing fleet 
rendered 
at D unkerque s o m e 
m onths ago and, w hile w e prob­ 
ably would never have a like 
situation, w e do know th e Cali­ 


fornia fishing fleet could be used 
for mine laying and m ine sw eep­ 
ing. 
“To insure the perpetuation and 
developm ent of the 
California 
fishing fleet, as well as to equal­ 
ize taxation and 
discrim ination 
w e urge the responsible voters of 
California to vote "yes” on Prop­ 
osition N um ber 9 on th e N ovem ­ 
ber 5 ballot.” 
All of the organizations which 
have endorsed Proposition N um ­ 
ber 9, including the 
A m erican 
Legion, California S tate F edera­ 
tion of Labor, State C ham ber of 
Comm erce and other groups have 
expressed the sam e 
sentim ents 
w hich Mr. Cornish outlined. Ev­ 
ery resolution from these state­ 
w ide groups has urged a “Yes” 
vote on Proposition 9 on the No­ 
vem ber ballot.

Negotiations w ere completed 
Tuesday for acquisition of the 
Hendricks property im m ediate­ 
ly w est of M arch Field for the 
army anti-aircraft encampment,

March Field quarterm aster an­ 
nounced that day. 


The site of th e camp comprises 
1500 acres, and March Field and 
ninth corps area arm y officials 
have already instituted a survey 
of the property, it was reported. 


A ctual construction of the camp 
will be started w ithin two 
or 
three days by the P. J. W alker 
company of Los Angeles, which 
received the $2,200,000 contract 
for th e erection of camp facili­ 
ties for 10,000 troops. 


The camp site is situated across 
the S anta Fe railroad from March 
Field and is ideal because it is 
im mediately adjacent to the air 
base. 
The H endricks estate site was 
the original location selected by 
army officials for the camp back 
in July, but w ater source diffi­ 
culties prom pted them to l o o k 
elsewhere and it was then that a 
location in th e Menifee valley 
south of Perris was selected and 
a lease signed. 
However, w hen it w as ascer­ 
tained that difficulties w ere be­ 
ing encountered in securing a 
potable w ater supply, that site 
was dropped and the search for 
a location was again instituted. 
The re-selection of th e H end­ 
ricks site becam e possible when 
m ilitary officials in W ashington.

Airport Here to 
Share Benefits 


Palm Springs and Blythe air­ 
ports are amon^j the 32 California 
airports remaining on the tenta­ 
tive list of 250 fields in the na­ 
tion that will share in a federal 
appropriation of $40,000,000 for 
airport development. 
These two Riverside c o u n t y 
airports are the recommendations 
of Col. Donald H. Connolly, civic 
aeronautics administrator* it was 
declared in Washington, D. C. 
The Palm Springs development, 
originally announced for an ex­ 
penditure of $478,424 is among 
eleven class three projects. Blythe 
project, originally calling for an 
allocation of $109,000, is among 
15 class two airport develop­ 
ments. The 250 airprots in line, 
for allocations are declared to be 
most needed for national defense. 


Palm Springs-Edom 
Road Work to 
Begin Soon 
Within a week county road 
crews will begin work on repair­ 
ing the Palm Springs-Edom road, 
it was announced by County Su­ 
pervisor Robert E. Dillon yester­ 
day.The statement came from the 
supervisor in answer to several 
requests for immediate work on 
the road and in consideration of 
the fact the high school bus has 
twice been stalled on it because 
of its present poor condition. 


Reasons For 
Argument in favor is given as 
follows: 
The cities and counties now re­ 
ceive from the state a share of 
revenues collected from the auto­ 
mobile "in lieu" tax and liquor 
license fees. The Constitution 
now requires the cities and coun­ 
ties to spend these revenues for 
"state” as distinct from general 
local government functions. Prop­ 
osition No. 14 would authorize to 
permit the cities and counties to 
expend revenues received from 
these two allocations for l o c a l 
general purposes. Its effect is 
limited to these two state rev­ 
enue sources and does not apply 
to any other stage revenues. 
It should be made clear that 
both the tax on automobiles and 
liquor licenses historically a re 
local revenue sources, previously 
administered locally. Before the 
state stepped in to exempt auto­ 
mobiles from local taxation as 
personal property, all such local 
tax revenues were put in th e 
general funds of the cities a n d 
counties and were available for 
general local purposes. It is con­ 
tended that the substitute rev­ 
enues now received from the 
state “in lieu” tax should be made 
available for expenditure locally 
on the same basis as before. 
Purposes Limited 
Present constitutional restric­ 
tions limited the purposes for 
which these funds may be spent 
have the effect in some jurisdic­ 
tions of forcing excessive expend­ 
itures for “state” purposes while 


at the same time essential local 
functions cannot adequately be 
financed without local tax in­ 
creases. In some small cities and 
counties these funds actually are 
‘frozen," unusuable, at a t i m 
when local taxes are being i ( 
creased for the support of loca 
functions. Many local government 
officials state that their great 
need is for revenue for local and 
not for state purposes, to assist 
in preventing property tax in­ 
creases. 
For example, under a ruling of 
the attorney general, revenue re­ 
ceived by the city from liquor 
license fees must be spent for 
“state” purposes, primarily fo r 
enforcement of state laws, and 
particularly for enforcement of 
the Alcoholic Beverage Control 
Act. Similarly, “in lieu" tax rev­ 
enue is required by the Act to 
be spent for the regulation and 
control of highway traffic and for 
traffic law enforcement. Hence, 
these revenues are limited to 
such matters as traffic officer sal­ 
aries, purchase of traffic signs 
and signals, painting traffic lanes, 
purchase of traffic patrol equip­ 
ment, etc. While these functions 
are important, it is often true that 
not all such revenue can be spent 
wisely and economically for such 
purposes, compared with other 
demands for services by the city. 
Enabling Act 
Emphasized is the fact that 
proposition No. 14 is an enabling 
act and not a self-executing 
amendment. If it were adopted 
it would be necessary for the 
legislature to amend the law to 
permit expenditure of these funds 
for local purposes. Such legisla­ 
tion could be broad, releasing 
such funds for expenditure on the 
same basis as local tax funds, or 
it could be more limited, desig­ 
nating specifically the local pur­ 
poses for which these revenues 
might be expended.
